And wholoever hears of Pꝛopoſiti⸗ 
ons and :D2ders foz bzinging iu of 
Money oz Plate to maintain Hozſe, 
Hozſmen, and Arms koꝛ the pꝛeſer va⸗ 
tion of the publike-Peace, oz foz the 
Defence of the King and both Houſes 
of Parliament ( ſuch. is their Decla- 
ration, oꝛ what elſe they pleaſe to call 
tt, of the tenth of June) will ſurely 
beleeve the Peace of this Kingdom to 
be extreamly ſhaken, and, at leaſt, the

their ſkill and violence to be duven 
from them and their Counſelss.

KBumour ; We dilavow it, and are 
confident, there will be no need of ſuch 
Art oꝛ Induſtry to induce Our loving 
Subjects, when they ſhall ſee Us op- 
peſted, and their Liberties and Laws 
confounded (and till then we (hall not 
call on them) to come in to Us, and 
to aſſiſt Us.
